II. RESPONSE STATEMENT REPORT, FORM 04.03.02 - ACTIVATED. 

The Response Statement Report is activated. 

This form shall be used to document 
the amount of hours spent by officers 
investigating a Driving-Under-the-Influence 
traffic collision incident. 

B. Completion. Completion of the form is 
self-explanatory. 
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C. Distribution.
